Here we have a series of constructive sires—seven Jocks, three 
of them—First, Second and Third Jock, preceding the traditional 
Old Jock and Grey-breasted Jock, of which pair only the birth-date 
of the latter appears in this Chronological Index of Volume I of the 
Herd Book. That date is 1840—twenty-two years after the appear- 
ance of the first animal in this list, Colonel, calved 1818, bred at 
Portlethen, whose foundations were with those of Wester Fintray 
and St. John’s Wells, precedent of other herds. 

The first female of Keillor note in this list is Old Grannie, dat- 
ed 1824, notable in Highland Socity annals in connection with the 
breed. But Old Grannie has been stated not to have been of the 
Tarnty Muir Six, but of the old herd inherited from his father by 
Hugh Watson. It is in- 
teresting therefore to 


Chronology of Herd Book avd Highland Society Compared 


Queen of Ardovie appears in 1836; Jean Ann in 1843; Princess of 
Ardovie in 1841; Banks of Dee (12); Colonel of Ardestie (329) in 
1842; and Monarch in 1843.

Early “Highland Society” Shows. 

Such data is all very interesting and enlightening; as, for in- 
stance Mr. Anderson of Pitcarry is mentioned by Mr. McCombie as 
having been the first to send Aberdeen cattle to London by a steam 
vessel; dying in 1873, aged 98. He being one of the immortals— 
breeders of prize-winners at Dundee in 18438, suggests our here

learn that Old Grannie

ishing light upon the 
breed. The first show 
of the national society 
was held in Edinburgh 
1822, when there was a 
separate class for Aber- 
deen Oxen, while the 
Angus were thrown in- 
to another class with 
the Fife and Galloway, 
and only one Fife pair 
appeared. In 1823 the 
Aberdeenshire class con- 
tained an ox described 
as a “dodded” or Polled 
ox, exhibited from Ber- 
wickshire—w hich _  ex- 
plains the descriptive 
term applied to him, as 
a southern equivalent 
for the norther hummel. 
In 1824 “there were,” 
writes Mr. Ramsay, in 
his History of the High- 
land Society “no prizes 
offered for the Angus 
breed.” But at this show, 


in 1808—or it might 
have been in 1815 or 
1818, according to his 
daughter, Miss Rose 
Watson’s account of “the beginning” of her father’s operations. 
During all this time from 1818 to 1840 during which there is a gap 
in the Keillor Herd Book entries and onward Portlethen had been 
breeding and entering his famous milking humlies raised at Portle- 
then, as shown by this Herd Book Chronological List. 

The births in 1840, of this list, include: Colin (35) the origin- 
ally reputed sire of Beauty (96) the dam of Emily (332); Grey- 
breasted Jock (2) to be revised as the sire, not the son of, Old Jock 
(1); Jock of Pitcarry (16), shown by his breeder, Mr. Anderson at 
the Highland Show of Dundee in 1843, when Panmure the fourth 
named bull, of this year, headed the class of bulls of the breed, ex- 
hibited by William Fullerton: Portlethen continues to be repre- 
sented down to 1843 and onward. At this show Mr. Watson was an 
even more successful exhibitor of Shorthorns than of “Doddies.”

for the prize for “the 
best ox of any breed,” 
an ox exhibited by Mr. 
Bogue, Snowdon, described as an Aberdeenshire ox, won the prize. 
As Mr. Bogue was one of William McCombie’s market customers, 
this champion ox at any (?) British show, might have actually 
been obtained from him, if not, his father. This is the event re- 
ferred to so innocently but jubilantly by William Watson as the 
first champion “Angus victory.” In 1825 the first famous “Kintore 
Ox” appeared, a cross between a Mearnshire (Kincardineshire) bull 
and a Shorthorn cow, that sold for fifty pounds at the age of four 
years and eight months. In 1825, Mr. Bogue’s oxen had also been 
purchased from Mr. McCombie at the September Tryst in 1825. In 
1826 the show was in Glasgow and there were no classes for the 
breed. In 1827 Mr. Adam Bogue again the winner of the champion 
prize in 1924 with an Aberdeenshire ox, was again to the fore with

The greatest bull of the Ballindalloch herd since Evilesco was 
Jorum of Ballindalloch. Jorum was a son of Evilesco and was a 
great winner. In going through Scotland two of the best bulls I 
saw which I shall describe later, were sons of Jorum and at Ballin- 
dalloch I saw what I thought more good daughters of Jorum than 
daughters of any other bull that I had seen in Scotland. I saw good 
individual daughters of other bulls, but at Ballindalloch, I saw a 
whole barn full of daughters of Jorum and they were about the 
most uniform and as good a lot as I have ever seen together by 
one bull. Jorum has sired a lot of noted cattle in Scotland. His 
greatest breeding son was probably Prince Benson of Ballindalloch, 
the bull that has sired so many great winners for Colonel Norman 
Kennedy of Doonholm, of which I shall write more about. 

Other great bulls could be written about that have been used 
in the Ballindalloch herd, but space won’t permit. In talking with 
breeders in Scotland about strains at 
Ballindalloch, I found that certain

dalloch were especially rated very 
highly. Their Miss Burgesses were 
highly rated everywhere. Their Georg- 
inas were mentioned several times to 
me as being most productive. I was 
anxious to see all these families and to 
see the herd proper. 

As we drove up the road from 
Glenfarclas I was all excitement to 
hurry up to Ballindalloch. I found Bal- 
lindalloch had two farms. I cannot re- 
member the names of the places, but 
we stopped at the outlying farm first. 
I found the buildings here of stone, the 
same as all other barns I saw in Scot- 
land. The buildings here were quité 
old and I could not help but think as I 
walked into them, the great Aberdeen- 
Angus history that has been enacted 
around these buildings. Upon arrival 
at the farms we were immediately tak- 
en to see the present herd sire, at this 
farm. This is Romulus of Ballindal- 
loch. I was highly pleased with him 
when I saw him. He was a bull with 
lots of scale but at the same time, very 
short legged and extremely thick. He 
was about as wide over his ribs and 


crops as any bull I have ever seen. He 
was very deep and was a thick, short- 
legged, but massive bull all the way 
through. He had beautiful quality of 
hide and hair and seemed to be covered everywhere with thick 
muscle, but was especially thick over his ribs and back, just where 
we want it. Mr. Sinclair told me that his calves have proven to be 
very good and they are very well pleased with him at Ballindalloch. 
This bull is a Ballindalloch Ruth, or really Ruth of Tillyfour, very 
similar in breeding to the Ericas. 

From Romulus we went to see the breeding cows and I was 
very much impressed with their uniformity and quality all the way 
through. They all seemed to look alike and had that refined look 
that is so noticeable in Scotch cattle. At this farm, I saw a group 
of yearling heifers that were very promising. They were similar 
to the heifers we brought out from Ballindalloch last year. They 
were in nice shape and as we looked over into the stall, or yard 
where they were running, I could not help but think, what a valu- 
able addition they would be to our herd in North Dakota at this 
time. I cannot go into further details about this first Ballindal- 
loch farm we stopped at except to say that I was highly impressed 
with the cattle, so far seen and I realized then that I was not going 
to be disappointed at Ballindalloch. 

We drove down the road about a mile and then turned into a 
long driveway lined with trees, which was the entrance to the home 
farm of Ballindalloch. The buildings here are very beautifully sit- 
uated with plenty of trees and lots of room around them. We drove 
up immediately to the barns and we were there greeted by William 
Ross, the veteran herdsman at Ballindalloch. I had met Mr. Ross

laid right over the backs of these cows and there would have be | 
very little variation in height, between one cow and another all the , 
way down the barn. 

Another thing, I immediately noticed about this barn full 0! 
cows was their thrifty appearance. They looked like cows just oi 
a pasture in June. Their rumps and tail heads were all broad, fli 
and level, a quality that was very noticeable immediately. I couli 
not see all their heads, but the ones I did see, were clean cut ani 
refined and classy all the way through. We slowly walked dow 
the barn and Mr. Sinclair pointed out and named each cow. We 
saw the dams of several of the great bulls they had produced 
recent years. Among these I was highly pleased to see the dam i! 
our bull, Evascus of Ballindalloch. She is the kind of cow thi 
anyone would pick, as being acceptable as the mother of their herl 
bull. She was similar to the rest of the cows in the barn, a ci 


with plenty of scale and made about right. We also saw the dat 
of the bull that I liked so much at Perth, which was purchased b 
Mr. Sinclair for Lord Rosebery’s Dalmeny herd. I cannot remet 
ber what the other cows were, but every one seemed to have a ret 
ord as a produucer of famous animals.

From 
ig aogonlyee into another barn, in which the 
cows looked about the same. In one of these barns, 

ractically all the cows or a large number of them at 
is were sired by Jorum of Ballindalloch. These 
cows impressed me so much that I left the barn under 
the impression that I had seen more good cows by 
Jorum all alike and all good individuals than I had 
ever seen by any one bull, or at least ever had seen 
them lined up together in so impressive a way, I 
may have seen daughters of other bulls that were just 
as good, but I have never seen a barn full before all 
lined up and all sired by one bull that impressed one 
in a lasting way like these daughters of Jorum did 
me that day. Every cow seemed to have a calf and 
every one looked to be a great milker. Ballindalloch 
‘mpressed me right then as one of the greatest herds 


if Aberdeen-Angus cattle I had ever seen, or xpect 


to see. 
From these cow barns, we went over to another 
barn which was made up of box stalls. Here we saw 
a wonderful two year old heifer that had been cham- 
pion the previous fall at the Edinburgh Fat Stock 
show. She looked ready to lead right into the show 


ring then and I would say would head her class at 
most any show in the world. Next to her, we saw the 
new herd bull which had just been purchased at Perth 
the previous week. He looked just as good as ever at 
Ballindalloch and I think will be a successful sire in that herd. We 
also saw some young bulls in other stalls alongside these which 
were being fitted for the later sales in Scotland. We saw one 
young bull that had just been sold to go to one of the good herds 
in Ireland by private sale. net 

They then took us into another building where we saw a group 
of cows that had not calved yet. Here we saw the great Roseleaf 
of Ballindalloch, champion of the breed at the Highland show, 1929. 
This cow would weigh close to 1800 I think, when fat and she is 
easily one of the best cows of the breed I have ever seen. Wonder- 
fully smooth, thick and deep and massive enough to be most at- 
tractive. We saw another cow with her that Ballindalloch was fit- 
ting for this year’s Highland show and I have since learned that 
she was a strong contender at that show. We saw several other 
cows in with these show cows that were close to calving and looked 
extra good. Great thick smooth cows, just the kind that would at- 
tract me anywhere. 

In the next stall or paddock to these cows, we saw a group of 
yearling heifers and they were a beautiful lot all the way through. 
I picked a few out as the best and noted them in my note book. 
On looking this up, I find there were three Miss Burgesses, two 
Georginas, one Ruth of Tillyfour, one Kay Pride, one Jilt, one Pride 
of Aberdeen and five Ericas. Seven of these heifers that I selected 
as the best, were sired by Romulus of Ballindalloch, which I de- 
scribed as one of their present day herd bulls. Four were sired by 
Peerless of Ballindalloch, a bull that was sold last year and three 
of them were sired by Behemis of Ballindalloch, a two year old 
Miss Burgess bull that is one of their younger herd sires at Ballin- 
dalloch now. In

heifer, but a heifer as smooth as a ribbon with quality and refine- 
ment all the way through. Mr. Sinclair asked me if I liked her 
and I said I certainly did. He said that he had refused 400 guineas 
for her a month previous and said she was not for sale at any price. 
He again asked me if I liked her and I again said I did. “Well, he 
said, you ought to, because she is a full sister to Evascus of Ballin- 
dalloch, your bull.” He told me then that they were going to fit 
her for the Highland show and I have noticed since by the papers 
that this heifer was second in her class, being defeated by the heif- 
er, that was later grand champion of the show. It is interesting to 
note that this is one of the best producing strains at Ballindalloch, 
known as the Evessa’s. Several breeders told me of this strain 
and at the time I did not realize that our bull was from this strain 
of cows. The dam of Evilesco of Ballindalloch was the grandam of 
Evascus of Ballindalloch, both of them of this strain. 

From these two year old heifers, we went to see Ballindalloch’s 
junior herd bull, Behemis of Ballindalloch. This is a Miss Burgess 
bull of similar breeding to Boxer of Ballindalloch. He is a three 
year old and a good bull, extremely deep in his body, straight in his 
lines and carries himself with lots of style and carriage. 

From here at the invitation of Mr. Sinclair, we all went to his 
house for tea. There we met Mrs. Sinclair and some neighboring 
friends and sat down to the usual wonderful Scotch tea. Right 
after this supper, we went into Mr. Sinclair’s office where he show- 


“ed us pictures of some of the old winners from Ballindalloch, some 


of them taken 50 and 75 years ago. I saw a trophy won at a 
Scotch show by Ballindalloch cattle over 100 years ago. Mr. Sin-

THE FEEDLOTS THIS COMING WINTER. 
There is encouragement in the following statement taken from 


a live stock exchange in which is to be found these remarks: “The 
writer has written several articles calling attention to the fact that 
the most profitable years in feeding cattle in the past has always 
been in dry drouth years when there was a general shortage of 
feed. We are facing that condition today over the entire United 


States with the exception of a few localities. 


Estimates indicate 


that there will not be over 60 or 75 per cent of the cattle put on 
feed as compared to last year. The demand for beef will be normal 
and the consumer will have to pay for fat.” 


This line of reasoning from an experienced cattleman should 


be worthy of careful consideration. The Journal has been much of 
this opinion for several weeks past and the further we go into the 
season and the more we note the movement or rather lack of move- 
ment back to the feedlots the more are we convinced that the gen- 


tleman is somewhere nearly correct. 


The pleasing aspect of the 


pure bred business is the demand for cows and heifers suitable to 


go 


into new commercial producing herds. There is a wide move- 


ment in this direction and the Journal believes this movement holds 
much of interest to the man who is inclined to work out his own 
farm problems in so far as finance is concerned. There can be no 
getting around the fact that the farmer who has a good thrifty 
herd of high producing beef cattle on his farm is holding a position 
of considerable advantage when it comes to working the roughages 


on his farm into working capital. 


Such cows may be carried along 


at a very economical cost and the calves worked through the feedlot 
to good advantage each year. It beats taking time out to assemble 
a mixed lot of odds and ends that usually go to market in a finished 
state showing very little profit.

Too often the boys and girls overlook the advantages to be 
gained by sticking close to dad and his Aberdeen-Angus cattle This 
story brings to mind an incident which occurred but a few ‘Years 
ago in another lowa community. In this particular instance the 
father purchased ten head of in-calf heifers at an auction. When 
he took them home his neighbors hooted the idea as being extraya- 
gant, etc. This good farmer and father turned the criticism with 
a smile and laid his hand to the task of growing a herd of cattle 
The bull calves were sold as fast as they were ready for market as 
were the less desirable heifers, the income not alone kept the herd 
going but allowed an occasional replacement in the heifers, Ten 
years after the original purchase this farmer and his sons held a 
public auction. When the sale was over it was discovered that the 
proceeds were sufficient to pay for the farm and at the same time 
there were left for a new start a very choice lot of cows and heifers 
—all paid for. 

It seems to the Journal that there are many, many fathers who 
might do as well at this time—prices of land are not too high and 
prices of cattle are not too high for this very thing to be success- 
fully repeated by any good farmer who will give the selection of 
his foundation proper attention and then follow with good care and 
attention to his cattle. To work out the price of a farm in ten 
years in any other way is not so easy. Perhaps every person who 
tries may not succeed, nevertheless each one will get a long way 
toward the same sort of a finish if he applies himself diligently and 
consistently.

SUPREME COURT OF IOWA UPHOLDS 
TUBERCULOSIS-ERADICATION WORK. 

In a 16-page decision, rendered September 22, the supreme 
court of Iowa sustained the law under which the eradication of bo- 
vine tuberculosis is being conducted in the State. The case before 
the court resulted from the efforts of certain cattle owners in 
Mitchell county to obtain an injunction against the State and coun- 
ty authorities to prevent the tuberculin testing of cattle. In ren- 
dering its decision, which in every particular was favorable to the 
continuation of tuberculin testing in Iowa, the supreme court re- 
versed the opinion of a local judge in Mitchell county. “Careful 
reading,” the decision stated, “convinces us that the test is reliable, 
useful, and advantageous.” The supreme court also upheld the 
view that bovine tuberculosis can be transmitted to human beings. 

The decision is considered by veterinary officials of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture to place a highly constructive legal in- 
terpretation on tuberculosis-eradication work. The court’s decision, 
the officials point out, is in accord with scientific information on 
the reliability of the tuberculin test and its application in the uni- 
form plan by which all the States and the Federal Government are 
steadily eradicating the disease.

In the first meeting of its kind ever held in the United States, 
agricultural officials and live stock owners of Michigan formally 
celebrated the successful conclusion of a State-wide campaign to 
eradicate bovine tuberculosis. The meeting was held September 
19th at the Michigan State Agricultural college, at Lansing, and 
was attended also by representatives of the Federal Government 
and eleven states. Michigan is the third state to complete the suc- 
cessful tuberculin testing of all cattle. North Carolina and Maine 
being the first and second respectively.

Continuing negotiations begun four years ago, representatives 
of Mexico and the United States met in conference in Washington, 
D. C., September 23d, to draft special regulations governing the 
movement of live stock between the two countries. The session 
held in 1926 resulted in a treaty between the United States and 
Mexico that is already in effect, having been ratified by both gov- 
ernments. The purpose of the present sessions is to safeguard the 
respective live stock interests still more fully through rigid control 
over communicable live stock diseases. The regulations now being 
drafted by the delegates are in pursuance with terms of Article XIl 
of the present agreement, calling for the issuance of “special regu- 
lations . . . governing the movement of live stock between the re 


spective countries. These regulations shall specify in each case the 
veterinary sanitary police measures applicable.”

obtain any particulars regarding them. 

In 1829 the show was at Perth, when the 
circuit system was started. This was the 
show at which Mr. Watson suddenly appear- 
ed as the only exhibitor of Angus against 
one competitor, Captain Ogilvie of Airlie, it 
is interesting to note. And at this show ap- 
pears for the last time the name of Tilly- 
four as supplying oxen—the classes for ox- 
en being subsequently discontinued in favor 
of breeding stock. “There was only one en- 
try for the prize offered for the best pair 
of Aberdeenshire oxen. The animals were 
entered by Robert Walker, Ferrygate, and 
they are stated to have been purchased 
from Charles McCombie of Tillyfour on 1st 
January 1829. That “of” is significant for 
it meant that Charles was Laird of Tillyfour 
which he had purchased in 1802. 

As Mr. Ramsay was editor of the Herd 
Book and also of this History of the High- 
land Society, we see that the one book is a 
supplement of the other, in so far as our 
breed is concerned. It was in 1824, then— 
the year in which Old Grannie was calved 
that the first champion victory of an Aber- 
deenshire ox over all breeds at a national— 
or any other show—occurred. And it was 
in 1829, that we find, strangely the names 
of Hugh Watson for the first time, and that 
of Charles McCombie for the last time—a 
conjunction that surely means nothing, as 
indicating a sixty-year service of Charles 
McCombie in connection with the breed, as 
an improved breed, the market standard at 
Aikey, Tarnty, and Falkirk. William his 
son doubtless imbibed his desire for showing 
by the knowledge of his father’s oxen being 
exhibited at these national shows, and this 
should be taken into account, in tracing the 
sources of the breed’s supremacy. 

The succeeding shows in 1831 at Inver- 
ness and at Aberdeen in 1834 simply con- 
firmed the predominant position of the Ab- 
erdeen Polled in the northeastern counties. 
And this situation was further proven by 
the show at Dundee, where Panmure and 
others of his blood, took the lead, at Inver- 
ness 1846, and Aberdeen; but here we are 
overstepping the period of comparison we 
started out to establish. 

The wonderful condition of Aberdeenshire 
as the mother breeding shire in Scotland, so 
thoroughly demonstrated by Skene-Keith’s 
General View of the Agriculture of the 
county, of date 1811, was such that no other 
outcome could have been possible than that 


‘accomplished by the native breed at the Na- 


tional Shows from 1822 onward. 

The remarkable fact brought out in this 
glimpse revealed by a study of the early 
Sagas of the breed, is the remarkable gap, 
from 1824 to 1840, in the Keillor entries in 
the Herd Book, an examination of the 
Chronological Index making this all the 


* more prominent—and mysterious. It is said 


that Mr. Watson was very secretive about 
his operations, and that has been also dwelt 
on by his son the late William Watson. 

I had the opportunity, last summer, by 
the courtesy of Dean Curtis, of Ames, of 
examining William’s “Scroll Books,” and, 
with the permission of the Dean, made notes 
from these scrap-books, which had an his- 
torical character. The publication of these 
notes would form a proper continuation of 
the story of Keillor and its cattle, and of 
the cattle and cattle breeders who were 
their contemporaries. These notes would al- 
so be an illuminating supplement to the ser- 
ies of articles being presently reprinted in 
the Aberdeen-Angus Review, from the 
North British Agriculturist, relating to the 
early “knowledge” of the breed—which 
“knowledge” it would now be interesting to 
compare with New Knowledge, which has 
become the substitute of the Old.
